ATTENTION CANDIDATE FILING OFFICERS 

As you all know, the filing period for signatures-in-lieu began on December 28, 
2007. 

Per Elections Code section 8 1 06 @)(I ), "Any registered voter may sign an in- 
lieu-filing-fee petition for any candidate for whom he or she is eligible to vote." 

The deadline for a political party to notify our office that it has adopted a rule that 
authorizes a person who has declined to state a party affiliation to vote the ballot 
of that political party pursuant to Elections Code section 131 02(c) is January 20, 
2008. Enclosed are the letters we received from the Democratic and Republican 
parties allowing decline to state voters to vote a Democratic or Republican ballot. 
We will send notice if we receive notification from the remaining parties. 

Please note that signatures-in-lieu that are to be used as nomination signatures 
are limited to signers from the candidate's own party. Elections Code section 
8068 states that, "All signers must be registered voters and members of the 
same political party as the candidate."
